By the Time Firemen Arrived There

Fire which destroyed the Christian 
Mothers and Babies’ Home,

Thirty-three babies. ranging In ages from

Fortunately the building was equipped 
with a fire escape, and to this the brave 
nurses ran, holding their frightened 
charges in their arms. Each nurse carried 
two babies, one in each arm, and in this 
dangerous position descended the fire eg- 
cape.
